In  accordance  with  the  directions  of  the  Minister 
of 'Health, -I  have  pleasure -in  submitting  my  Annual  Report 
for  1951. 


There  was  a marked  increase  in  the  number  ..of 
infectious  disease  cases  notified,  arising  chiefly  as  a 
result  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough, 


Only  two  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  notified  during 
the  year,  although  in  addition  there  were  sojae  twenty 
isolated  cases  of  vomiting  and  diarrhoea  - no  specific 
conclusions  were  deduced  from  the  detailed  investigations 
made., 


Generally  the  health  of  the  community  may  be  regarded 
as  of  a high  standard.- 


Compared  with  the  previous  year’s  figures,  the 
legitimate -Birth  Rate  shows  a slight  increase  and  the 
illegitimate  Birth  Rate  a slight  decrease. 


The  total  number  of  Deaths  shows  a slight  increase 
and  the  chief  cause  of  death  continues  .to  be  ’Heart  Disease*, 
There  were  no  Deaths  from  Puerperal  Causes.  Details  of 
causes  of  death  are  shown  on  page  3*'

I have  pleasure , in ^submitting  the  following  report 
relating' to  the  work  of  the  Department  carried  out  during  the 
year^  ■ 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF'  THE  .jAREA, 


Water  is  supplied  for  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District 
by  the  Mid-Wessex  Water  Company, 


The  supply  Is  obtained  from  the  Company's  deep  wells 
in  the  chalk  at  Greywell,  near  Odiham,  and  at  Itchell,  near 
Crondall,  together  with,. the  pumping  stations  at  Frimley  and 
the  station  at  Beenham' s Heath,  near  Wokingham. 

Treatment . 

The  Frimley  water  has  a total  hardness  of  5*5  grains 
per  gallon,  and  is  subject  to  treatment  by  aeration,  sand 
filtration  and  chlorination  before  being  pumped  into  supply. 
The  Company  are  required  by  statute  to  reduce  the  hardness  of 
'WT;.tcr  supplied  to  a limit  of  12  grains  per  gallon,  and  in 
view  of  this  condition  the  supplies  of  water  from  Itchell, 
Greywell  and  Beenham' s Heath  which  have  a total  hardness  of 
19.5  grains  per  gallon,  are  subjected  to  treatment  by  lime 
process  in  addition  to  filtration  and  chlorination. 


All  sources  are  practically  sterile  in  the  raw  state 
before  treatment,  but  a precautionary  dose  of  chlorine  is 
introduced  into  the  normal  process  of  treatment  in  conformity 
with  modern  waterworks  practice.  The  Company  has  its  own 
resident  Chemists  and  Bacteriologists,

Samples  of  water  from  the  mains  in  the  District  have 
shown  a consistently  high  standard  of  organic  and'  “ 
bacteriological  purity, 

(I  have  pleasure  in  acknowledging  the  information 
relating  to  the  supply  and  treatment  of  water  by  the 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  Mid-Wessex  Water  Company). 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  MD  SALVAGE.  ___  . ... 

The  collection  service  underwent  little  change  except 
for  ah  intensive  drive  for  waste  paper  in  support  of  the 
National  Contest  organised  by  the  Waste  Paper  Recovery 
Association.  The  combination  of  increased  tonnage  and  high 
prices  brought  results  surpassing  any  previous  returns*' 

The  result  of  the  Contest  was  not  known  at  the  end  of  the 
year  but  confident  hopes  of  a major  award  were  subsequently 
justified.  A 

Refuse  disposal  by  controlled  tipping. continued  to 
be  operated  but_ partial  mechanisation  was  adopted  after  . 
detailed  consideration  of  all  relevant  factors;  a Fordson 
*Major*  tractor  fitted  with  ’Muledozer*  equipment  was  put 
into  operation  'in  May,  1951* 

The  rdevelopment-  of  the  District  continued  to  result 
in  a steady  increase  in  the  service  to  be  provided.

Arrangements  were-  made  for  this  supply  of  milk,  to . 
be  pasteurised  - this  designated  milk  was  available  for 
all  consumers  concerned  within  12  hours  - the  closest,, 
co-operation,., was  afforded  by  the  Ministry  of.  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries"  and  the 'Milk  Marketing  Board  and  their  ready 
co-operation  is  gratefully  acknowledged. 

Further  investigation  in  association  wit,h  the 
Veterinary  Department  of  the.  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  • 
Fisheries  involved  tihe  checking  of  milk  supplies  from 
three  farms'which  led. to  the  isolation  of  the  infected 
cow  at  one  of  the  ‘farms,  and  its  subse.quent  slaughter 
under  the  provisions  .of  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1938. 
Subsequent  samples  of  milk  from  the  herd  were  certified  to 
be  non-tubercuioUs , „ . . 


Improvements  have  been  carried  out,  at  two  dairy, 
premises  in  the  dis.tr.ict,  i'ricluding  the,  provision  of  new 
impervious  walls  and' flooring,  and  enlargement  of  , 
refrigeration  stores.  ,■  , , .

All  food  premises  are  under  constant  supervision  and  a 
close  association  exists  between  the  Department  and  all.^branches 
of  the  industry.  Improvements  have  been  made  at  Wet  Fish  Shops 
by  provision  of  glass  windows  and,  cold  store  cabinets. 

Progress  continues  to  be  made  in  the  standard,  of  food 
hygiene  thioughcut the  district,  and  the  advice  of  the’  department  is 
constantly  sought  - in  a number  of  cases  alteration  to  the 
premises  has  involved  work  under  licence,  which  has  been 
negotiated  by  the  Department  and  Ministry  concerned. 


There  are  no  Government  Slaughterhouses  in  the  district 
although  arrangements  have  been  maintained  for  one  slaughterhouse 
in  the  district  to  be  licensed'  by  the  Council  for  the  slaughter 
of  pigs.  Details  of  all  licences  authorising  the  slaughter  of 
pigs  continue  to  b,e  notified  by  the  Ministry  for  the  information 
of  the  Department. 


FOOD  BYELAWS. 

The'  Council  made  Byelaws  relating  to  the  Handling, 
Wrapping  and  Delivery  of  Food,  '■  ■■ 

In  order  that^  every  employer  and  employee  associated  with 
the  handling  and  distribution- of  food  should  be  acquainted  with 
*the  provisions  of  .these.,  bye  laws  copies  -were  supp-lied  free  of 
charge  to  every  trader.  The  Council  further  decided  that 
additional  copies  required  'for  distribution  amongst  staff 
engaged  in  the  food  industry  should  be  left’  to' the  discretion 
of 'the  Co'uncil's  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector^ 


FOOD  POISONING.  " ' ’ * 

Only  two  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  reported  during 
the  course  of  the  year.  . 

The  following  foodstuff  was  submitted  for  detailed 
analysis ; 

Artificial  Cream  - Satisfactory.  ' 
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Manufacture  and  Sale  of  Ice  Cream. 


There  are  now  57  premises  registered  in  the  district; 

2 of  these  are  licensed  to  manufacture  and  55  are  licensed 
to  retail  prepacked  ice  cream.  All  premises  and  vehicles 
used  in  connection  with  this  trade  have  been  kept  under 
constant  supervision  and  a close  liaison  exists  between 
those  Local  Authority  in  whose  area  the  manufactured  commodity 
is  produced. 

The  Council  has  been  exacting  in  their  requirements 
concerning  the  suitability  of  premises  proposed  for  use  in 
the  manufacture  and  retail  of  Ice  Cream, 

Samples  of  Ice  Cream  have  been  taken  from  the  various 
manufacturers^  .and  retailers,  the  results  of  analysis  being 
as  follows:-

Return  of  Samples  taken  in  the  District  by  the 
Surrey  County  Council  and  analysed  during  1951* 
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During  the  ye^r  ^-25  premises  were  treated  for  rat  and 
mice  infestations  and  as  a result  of  this  work  4,911  rats 
were  destroyed. 

A survey  of  the  Council's  sewers  was  carried  out  in 
the  month  of  February  at  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  During  the  test  72  manholes 
were  baited  and  "no  takes"  recorded  which  may  be  regarded 
as  a very  satisfactory  result.

Frimley  and  Camberley  and  your  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector 
have  continued  to  serve  as  Chairman  and  Honorary  Secretary

The  survey  in  association  with  ^this  work  has  continued 
for  the  purpose  of  establishing  the  extent  of  infestation  by 
the  house  longhorn  beetle.  An  advisory  service  is  available 
free  of  charge  to  Architects,  Surveyors,  Estate  Agents, 
Householders  etc.,  where  surveys  of  property  require  this 
specialised  examination  or  treatment.  In  addition  to  normal 
routine  work  it  is  now  the  practice  to  survey  properties  on 
behalf  of  Surveyors  and  Agents  particularly  where  the  property 
is  up  for  public  auction  or  private  sale. 

Further  Conferences  have  been  held  during  the  year 
with  the  Ministry  of  Health,  Dr.  R.C.  Fisher,  Scientific 
Research  Laboratory,  Princes  Risborough,  and  your  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector. , The  closest  liaison  is  maintained  with 
the  laboratory. 


Thirty-nine  licences  were  issued  during  the  year, 
sanctioning  the  storage  of  petroleum  spirit  or  petroleum 
mixtures  in  the  form  of  cellulose. 

Storage  for  bulk  supplies  of  petroleum  spirit  is 
provided  in  underground  steel  tanks  varying  in  capacity 
from  250  to  2,000  gallons.  Cellulose  paint  spraying 
mixtures  are  stored  in  metal  containers  of  one  to  five 
gallon  capacity  - bulk  supplies  of  these  commodities  are 
kept  in  brick,  metal  or  other  approved  fireproof 
structures.
